vies not, and thinks no evil, and is not provoked ; For. 
they. that: think. evil and are provoked, are out of chis 
love of God, and the Apoſtles Doctrine alſo, they are 
out of the. Law and the Prophets, which is todo to all 
men as they would have others to do to them. 

Again, they that will perſecute about Religion, muſt 
needs be ſuch that would have power over mens faith, 
which is contrary to the Apoſtles Doctrine; who ſaid, 
they had not power over mens faith, and. whatſoever is 
not of Faith is fin ; and therefore co bring any man or 
people by force, contrary to their meaſure and gift of 
ich, is to bring them in fin, and to uneſtabliſh them, 
for ic is the faith which doth eftabliſh. 

And ſo what is of Faith, is not againſt the Higher power 
| that 
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that keeps the peace, for the Higher jower which God 
hath ordained, goes over all tranſgreſſors, and is a 
terrour tothe evil doer, who acteth contrary to the Po- 
wer and Spirit of God in themſelves ;- and is a praiſe to 
them that do well, which are led by the Power and Spi- 
nt of Godin themſelves, out and — the evil, ſin and 
tranſgreſſion, and for ſuch the Law was not ordained. 

Now the conſciences of the weak ſaich the Apoſtle, 
muſt not be emboldeued for to do ſuch things which an- 
other doth, which they have not liberty in themſelves to 
do, leaſt the conſciences of the weak be wounded, and ſo 
they periſh through anothers knowledge for whom 
Chriſt hath died. 

Now this was not called nor looked upon by the Apo- 
lle to be true Wiſdom, nor good Judgement ; for when 
je lin againſt your brethten, you wound their conſci- 
ences, ſo you ſin againſt Chriſt, 

So chat is a lin againſt Chriſt: concluded which wounds 
the conſciences of any, to Lead, or Teach, or Force, or 
compel any comrary to their conſciences,their weak con- 
ſciences ; chis is a fin againſt Chriſt, and a bringing peo- 
ple in-a periſhing condition, and to looſe the ſtate of a 

d conſcience. . 

And. likewiſe to lead people contraty to their faith 
(that which is not of Faith is ſin) Lead, or Force, or 
Compel contrary to their faith, and if they yield, they 
may come to make Ship-wrack of their faith and a good 
conſcience, and then are they unſerviceable in their ge- 
neration boch to God and man. 

Therefore how often was the Teſtimony of the Apo- 
lle to keep faith and a good conſcience, and his exhortati- 
on to the Saints; But how many have made Ship-wrack of 
both ? And who keeps faith and a good conſcience, they 
are not againſt che Higher power, but are ſubject cothat for 
conſcience ſake, which puniſheth the evil doer; For that 
is it which makes diſturbances in the Nations and King- 
domes, and to this Higber power to be ſubject for conſci- 
ence ſake, and not for wrath; for it is the will of God, 
which keeps down the evil doer, which makes —— 
of . 
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of faich and a good conſcience. : 
Noa Kings ſafety, or an Emperors, or Rulers ( 
lieth in God, and his protection is bis Power, and that 
which preſerveth him, is his Wiſdom che wiſdom of 
God, being preſerved in his Spirit to give him true 
knowledge and underftanding, co put a difference be- 
twixt the precious and the vile, betwixc ſuch as che Law 
was made for as a terrour to, and ſuch as it was not 
made for, but to whom it is a praiſe. | 

And as touching Religion, it is for his Nobility that 
there be univerſal liberty for hat people ſoever, let 
chem ſpeak cheir minds, lec there be places and houſes 
ſet forth where every man may ſpeak his mind, and 
judgement, and opinion forth; for the King had better 
et men ſpeak ic forth, then let it boil in cheir hearcs 
and grow to a birth; And thoſe that are ſober men, 
and wiſe men, Miniſters of the Goſpel, let them inform 
and inſtruct with meekneſſe; for the man of God muſt 
be patient, with ſpiritual weapons, not with carnal 
force and compultion, but with love; And this is the 
way to overcome, and let him not quench the Spirit, 
nor limit the people of the Lord, but ſtop all ſuch as 


would do ſo, and that would force men to act contrary 


to their Faith and Conſciences, which is to commit fin, 
and to che weakning and periſhing of chem, as 2 Ce. 
1. 8. 

And let him be Few, or Papiſt, or Turk, or Heathen, 
or Proteftant , or what ſort ſoever, or ſuch as worſhip 
Sun, or Mn, or Stocks, or Stones, let there be places ſer 
up where every one may bring forth his ftrengeh, and 
have free liberty co ſpeak forth his mind, and judge- 
ment. 

For the Miniſters of the Goſpel which have the 
ſpiricual weapons, need not fear none of them all which 
have the ſhield of Faith, the Armour of Ligbt, and 
the breaſt- plate of Righeeouſnefle, they are armed Soul- 
diers with ſpiritual weapons, and they need not cry 
out to the Magiſtrates for the ourward hate, and ſword, 
and bag, and Goals, and. Priſons to help chem, 1 the 
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Jews did-againſt the Apoſtles, Help men of Iſrael, theſe are 
the men that turn the world upſide down. 

But ye never read that ever the Apoſtles or Chriſt did ' 
ery or make their complaine to any power of the earth, 
and it was below their Maſters command, Chriſt Jeſus, . 
who had all Power in Heaven and Earth given to him, 


who commanded them to love Enemies, and ſo all true 


Chriſtians, and not to perſecute them that werecontrary- 
minded to them. 

But thoſe now that profeſſe the Name of Chriſt per- 
ſecute one another, theſe manifeſt that they bave but 
the Form, and not the Power, for if they had the

the Papiſts about their Eucbariſt, and other Ceremo- 


nies; And the Proteſtants about outward Ceremo- 
nies judge and perſecute one another, which from 
Chriſt they bave no command, but to love one ano- 
ther, and be ſwift to hear, and flow to ſpeak, and (low 
to wrath. - 

And ſo-they that have gone to perſecute one another, 
they have laid alide the Doctrine of Chriſt Jeſus, ſuch 
as profeffes his Name, for his command is love, love 
one another, love Enemies, and have all men in eſteem, 
this is the Doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles; and he 
that loves is not eafily provoked, and thinks no evil, 
nor envies not, and he that fulfills the Law and the 
prophets doth to all as he-would have them to do to 
him; and he that doth not is ont of the Love which - 
doth fulfill the Lew, and is in the envy, and wrath, 


nnd out of the Forbearance, and not in the Patience. 


Therefore as I ſpake before, let there be houſes and 
laces that all may ſpesk tlieir judge ment, aud let none 
perſecuted; and ler the Magiſtrate keep the civil 
peace, that people may not rike one another, nor 


- wrong one anothers perſons, but that they ſhall be pa- 


tient to ſpeak one to another; And they that be —

tual-minded ſatisſie the contrary ; and with meekneſſe 
inſtruct, and convince, and convert, and bring to Re. 
pentance; let them come into them, and bring in the 
ſtrength of their treaſure; let the Miniſters convince, if 
they have che ſpiritual weapons, ſeeing they will not go 
out to them into th: Nations, to the Jews, and Heathen, 
therefore let there be houſes for them to come in among 
them, for this is noble, where there is patience to hear, 
as Paul ſaid to Feſtus; likewiſe Gamaliel whoſe moderation 
appeared to the Apoſtle to the ſtopping them that would 
have perſecuted them, leaſt they ſhould be found fighters 
againſt God. 

Therefore Moderation and Temperance and Sobriet 
is good, but perſecution was ever blind, and ſo that dot 
not fore · ſee, nor ſee things preſent; And the Apoſtles 
command was that they ſhould not judge one another 
about dayes and meats, but that every one ſhould be 
fully perſwaded in his on mind, that was the counſel 
of the Apoſtle, which did not ſay they ſhould perſe. 
cute and force about ſuch things, but judged ſuch as 
was compelling the Romans to obſerve ſuch things, both 
Galatians and Romans, and he told them that the King. 
dom of Heaven did not ftand in meat and drink and 
dayes. ä 

— he that in theſe things ſerved Chriſt was ex-

cepted of God, and approved of men; therefore they 
were not accepted that did judge one another about, 


ſuch things, as meats, drinks, and dayes; and he re- 
bukes their judgement and bids them judge this rather, 
that they did not lay a ſtumbling block in one another 
way; aud this is forall true Chriſtians to mind. that 
be of the true Faith and Foundation which the Apoſtles 
and Saints were in, in the Primitive times, which minds 
to keep faith and a good Conſcience. - 

And Chrift ſaith, ye are the light of the world, ye are the 


ſalt of the earth, to his Diſciples his Scholars, and he ſaith, 


let your light ſhine before men; Therefore if they muſt have

with the ſpirit and with the underftanding, that all ſup- 
plications , prayers, Interceſſions, giving of thanks be 
made for all men, for Rulers and them that be in Au- 
thority. a 
The Spirit helpeth our infirmicies, for we know not 
what weſbould pray for as we ought, but the Spirit ic ſelf 
maketh interceſſion for us with groans which cannot be 
uttered,' and he that ſearcheth che heart, knoweth what 
is the mind of the ſpirit, becauſe he makech interceſſion 
forthe Saints according to the will of God, ſo to pray 
alwaies in the ſpirit, all ſupplications, and for the Saints; 
ſo they that pray not in the Spirit cannot intercede to 
God the Father of ſpirire,. for it is that which maketh 
interceſſion, and helpeth the infirmity, and the fleſris 
weak but the ſpirit is ready; And in that which is weak 
yeth che infirmicy, and men know not what they oughc 
to pray for, but the Spirit which gives them the under- 
landing in which they are to pray, which makes the in- 
terceſſion to God, in which people muſt prey alwaies; 
All Supplication muſt be in the ſpirit, and all giving of 
Thanks for all Men, and praying for all Rulers that be 
in Authority, and Supplication forthem, and Prayers 
ind Thanks che Spirit lets ſee their mind in, and this 
prayer in the Spirit is acceptable to God, which makes ö 
interceſſion to him the Father of 3 according to 
bis will; For the ſpirit is that which helps the infirmity,

they ſee what they are to pray for, and give the man uns, 
derſtauding of che ſupplication, and neceſſity, and ſuch 
come to be ſealed with the Holy Spirit of Promiſe, 
and filled with both Spirit and Promiſe, which th 
that grieves the Spirit and errs from it, and quenc
